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REMARKS 

This paper is responsive to the Office Action mailed on Novanba: 19, 2004, in which all 
pending claims 1-71 were subject lo a restriction requirement and an election of species 
requirement 

Restriction Requirement 

The Office Action asserted tha ■ the application includes claims directed to five distinct 
inventions: Group I (claims 1-36) dravm to an aqueous developer; Group II (claim 37) drawn to a 
developer system or apparatus; Group III (claims 38-49) drawn to a method for regenerating a used 
developer; Group IV (claims 50-65 an i 66-67) drawn to a method for developing an exposed 
polymer layer-containing plates; and Ciroup V (claims 68-71) drawn to another method for 
developing an exposed polymer layer- X)ntaining plates. The Office Action also included Group VII 
directed to an image forming method iising silver halide color photographic material. Group VII is 
not applicable to this Application. 

Applicants hereby elect Group I for examination, which includes claims 1-36, This election 
is made without traverse. 

Election of Species 

The Office Action asserted th^t the apphcation includes claims directed to a plurality of 
disclosed patentably distinct species. In particular, the Office Action stated that generic claims 
1-71 encompass several patentably distinct organic solvents, strong bases, weak bases, dispersing 
agents and polymeric materials. The lixaminer requested an election of a single species each for 
the organic solvents, strong base, weal: bases, dispersing agents and polymeric materials.
